TOKYO (AP) — Prime Min- 
ister Eisaku Sato's pro-West- 
ern Liberal-Democrats have re- 
tained their dominant position 
In the upper house of the Diet. 
But near-completereturns 
■mm Sunday's election indicated 
tie party would lose a few seats 
in a contest dominated by a ser- 
ious economic recession at 
Rome and controversy over 
Sato's support of American ac- 
tion in Viet Nam. 

Sato's party seemed assured 
of at least 58 of the 127 seats 
-at stake. Added to the 69 Lib- 
eral-Democrats not up for re- 
flection this year, this would 
give the government pajrty 127 
teats, or a slight majority in 
the 250-scat upper chamber.

The installation will require six to eight 
years for completion, it will employ some 
2,000 persons and the annual operating 
cost will be in the neighborhood of $60 
million.

Some 94 sites in 42 states have been 
proposed for this juicy project. It's some- 
what startling when the specifications are 
scanned because the plant will need 200,-

of writer per minute. In addition, it has 
been' specified the installation must be 
near a major airport, near suitable com- 
mercial, industrial and community cen- 
ters and a cultural center, including a 
large university.

The accident occurred in the 
famed Bois de Boulogne on the 
western edge of Paris.

Police said Rubirosa's car 
struck a parked vehicle and 
then careened into a tree along 
Hippodrome Way in the Bou 
low WoodsJity said they un 
dersiood he had suffered severe 
head injuries. 

Rubirosa was long a familiar 
figure in the night life of Paris 
but recently had not frequented 
mght spots as much as in for- 
mer years.

grounds in the Uois de Boulogne. 

Rubirosa was the former hus- 
band-of Flor de Org Trujillo, 
daughter of the assassinated 
President Trujillo; Woolworth 
heiress Barbara Hutton; Doris 
Duke and French actress Dani- 
el le Darrieux.
